Concerning the above-identified patent, the following errors were found: 
In the Background of the Invention : 

Col. 1, line 30 reads: "frequent replacement when it becomes fill." 

It should read: "frequent replacement when it becomes full." 
Col. 2, line 39 reads: "duet -laden air is filtered by the bag filter." 

It should read: "dust-laden air is filtered by the bag filter." 

Detailed Description of the Preferred Embodiments : 
Col. 3, line 54 reads: "which forms a part of the worling air conduit," 
It should read: "which forms a part of the working air conduit," 

In the Claims : 

Col. 10, Claim 2, line 20 reads: "separator to is the filter bag."
